Supt. Seifert Withdraws From 
Alaskan Post Consideration 


Supt. Kenneth R. Seifert 


Supt. of Schools Kenneth R. Seifert, citing 
a change in the selection process, has with- 
drawn from consideration as commissioner 
of education for Alaska. 


Seifert was one of seven semi-finalists for 
the position up until mid-December when 
the selection process was put on hold by 
newly-elected Alaska Governor Bill Shef- 


field. 


The governor has since brought in new 
members of the state board of education 
and broadened the number of candidates for 
the commissioner post to include several 
from Alsaks.

Until recently there had been only.a sin- 
gle Alaskan candidate for the administra- 
tive post. 

The selection of finalists up until recent- 
ly, had been under the direction of Phyllis 


Blaunstein in Washington, D.C., a consul- 
tant to the Alaska Board of Education. 

Seifert said he was pleased to have been a 
candidate for the Alaska post which would 
have been a new challenge. But, he felt the 
entrance of geographic and political consid- 
erations altered the original job prospectus. 
He added that while he had not made a firm 
decision on whether he would accept the 
position if formally offered, he felt he had 
an excellent chance of being among the 
finalists scheduled for interviews next 
month. 

In his letter, withdrawing his name from 
consideration, sent to Ernestine Griffin, 
president, Alaska State Board of Educa- 
tion, Seifert said: 

“Alaska is a state rich in natural and 
human beauty. Its potential for the highest 
quality of life is greater than any area on 
this earth. 


‘Alaska also has its problems: centrali- 
zation-decentralization, local-state control, 
technologists-conservationists and a vari- 
ety of subcultures learning to live together. 
I am very conversant with these dilemmas 
as well as the educational issues facing the 
state. I felt I could make a contribution as 
the Commissioner of Education. 

“Until a few days ago I was part of a very 
comprehensive and most considerate selec- 
tion process. I was surprised to read in the 
local newspaper the significant changes the 
selection process has undergone. Enclosed 
please find an article that appeared in the 
Anchorage paper well over two weeks ago. 
Enclosed you will also find an article in the 
Lawrence Eagle Tribune regarding the 
same subject. I have some very serious 
concerns that the process of communica- 
tion to potential commissioners should have 
been more articulate and direct. On Jan- 
uary 22, 1983, I received a special delivery 

letter telling me of the process that was 
different from the articles. 


“For the past 13 years as Superintendent 
of Schools, I have always recommended 
people to the community based on who they 
are and what they can do—geography and 
politics were not high priorities. Because of 
my concern of the process of communica- 
tion and the relationship among the Gover- 


nor, State Board and Commissioner of 
Education, I request that you withdraw my 
name from the list of candidates for the 
position of Commissioner of Education. I 
wish you well in your search.”

Awarded 
Increase 


In the eyes of the Board of Selectmen, 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony is almost 
— but not quite — a perfect 10, and that 
assessment has earned him a salary in- 
crease to $50,000, effective July 1. 

The former Passaic, N.J. city adminis- 
trator came to Andover one year ago at a 
$42,500 salary. 

During a special meeting on Jan. 8, the 
selectmen evaluated the manager’s first- 
year performance in ten areas, ranging 
from ethics and leadership to management 
style and knowledge. 

According to a written summary of that 
evaluation made public Monday night, Ma- 
hony rated a 10 in all but one category — 
decisiveness — and there he rated a nine. 

In a letter to Mahony accompanying the 
evaluation, the board wrote that they are 
“well satisfied with the manner in which 
you handle this position, in your dedication 
to your work, in your relations with the 
School Department, and in the innovations 
which you have achieved. 

“We will expect you to maintain this 
same level of achievement in the years 
ahead.”’ 

The manager’s lowest rating, a nine, was 
for decisiveness. The board found the man- 
ager’s decision-making ‘‘excellent,’’ but 
noted that he. is sometimes abrupt during 
public meetings. 

“There was some concern by the Board 
relative to the Manager’s quick temper,”’ 
the report states. ‘‘This could potentially 
result in damaging him in the public eye. 
The Board would prefer the Manager to 
appear as a restrained professional official 
before the public.”’

er to serve the pumping station. That route 
would require obtaining easements from 
Shetland Properties, but Town Manager 


Kenneth Mahony said it would be an ‘‘excel- 
lent’ alternative, ‘‘the simplest way, if we 
could get the easements.” 

The $34,000 cost to the town for that route 
could be covered by a federal grant for the 
$7 million sewage pumping station. 

Shawsheen residents began to worry 
about the fate of 13 Riverina Road trees in 
November, when Massachusetts Electric 
suggested the most cost-effective way to 
bring a new power line to the pumping 
station would be to string the line overhead. 
That route would cost the town nothing. 

But electric company officials said 12 
Norway Maples and one Butternut Maple 
would have to come down because they 
would interfere with the new 13,000-volt 
power line. They do not interfere with an 
existing 4,000-volt line. 

The trees cannot be taken down without 
the selectmen’s consent.

They expect to continue to ob- 
serve the advisory board meetings in the future to 
determine if a town is taking advantage of their 
vote on that board.

Ta wnesaan 
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The Shock And Thrill Of 
Seeing Her Book On Display

Susan Monsky, a writing teacher at Phil- 
lips Academy, cried out in surprise when 
Midnight Suppers caught her eye in a Bos- 
ton bookstore. A man passing by asked if 
she was all right. She just hadn’t realized 
that the novel — her novel, with her name 
on the deep purple cover — was already for 
sale. 

‘Every time I see it as a book, I’m kind of 
surprised,’’ the 3l-year-old author says of 
her first book. ‘‘It doesn’t seem to compute 
that those pages and pages of thick manu- 
script have become this compact book. 

‘‘Seeing the book for the first time made 
me know it was a reality — and it made me 
very happy.”’ 

Houghton Mifflin of Boston has published 
Ms. Monsky’s novel, which has been avail- 
able in local bookstores since early this 
month (even though the official publication 
date was Tuesday) 

She has taught creative writing, litera- 
ture and basic writing at Phillips for the 
past two years, and she serves as a dorm 
parent to nine students at Morton House as 
well. (‘‘It’s a very pleasant living situation, 
but it’s no place for a young single person to 
live for a normal social life. It’s great for 
an abnormal social life.’’) 

Originally from Montgomery, Alabama, 
Susan came to Massachusetts to attend 
Brandeis University, and never went back: 
‘I’m now fully expatriated,’’ she says, with 
the softest trace of a Southern accent. She 
is slight, with curly brown hair, wire- 
rimmed glasses and pants tucked into tall 
suede boots. 

She did not plunge into writing when she 
finished college. Instead, she put “‘every- 
thing sort of on the back burner,”’ working 
as a secretary and a cook in a Cambridge 
fish store, before signing up for a fiction- 
writing workshop at Boston University in 
the spring of 1978. 

Soon she was enrolled in a full-time grad- 
uate program in creative writing at the 
university — and writing Midnight Suppers. 
She spent more than two years working on 
the book, most of it as a graduate student 
and part-time secretary, but the last few 
months as a teacher at Phillips Academy. 

As a graduate student, writing the book 
was ‘‘a wonderful luxury,’’ Susan remem- 
bers. ‘‘You were there to write, and it was 
very supportive of working on a project.” 
That program has been ‘‘very important to 
me,”’ she says. “It was so wonderful to have 
a group of peers as attentive to my work as 
I was to theirs.”’ 

As a teacher, the project came to seem 
more demanding. ‘I was writing on 
Wednesdays and Saturdays and all vaca- 
tions, writing in my sleep and while I took 
baths —— it became an obsession. Truthfully 
the characters became like people that I 
had to relate to, and they had surprises for 
me.”’ 

Enough talent shined in the early pages of 
Susan’s book — pages written before she 
even knew they would become part of a 
book — to win the attention of Houghton 
Mifflin 

Susan’s graduate program advisor, writ- 


er Leslie Epstein, presented her at a meet- 


ing of P.E.N. (Poets, Essayists and 
Novelists) devoted to new talent in March 
1979. Houghton Mifflin editor Anita McClel- 
lan was in the audience as Susan read the 
first chapter of her novel-in-progress. The 
editor urged her to submit her work — and 
the publisher later offered her a contract to 
publish her book the following spring. 

“The whole experience of working with 
Houghton Mifflin has been enjoyable,” Ms. 
Monsky says. “‘I feel really blessed.”’ 

There is much in Midnight Suppers that is 
autobiographical, Ms. Monsky says. Her 
novel is set in ‘‘an insulated Jewish commu- 
nity’’ within a small Southern town, from 
1940 to the present, when the Berenson 
family is drawn into an enduring love trian- 
gle. 

“Basically it’s about love and the differ- 
ent permutations of love,”’ the author ex- 
plains. ‘‘It has to do with how people learn 
to juggle different kinds of relationships in 
life — and how children deal with their 
parents’ separate lives, their individual 
relationships.’ 

The narrator is ‘‘perched on the shoulder 
of Rebecca Berenson, who is my contempo- 
rary and my voice, in a way.’’ Susan drew 
on her childhood memories for many of 
Rebecca’s experiences, but ‘“‘they didn’t 
happen exactly as I wrote them. In my 
portrayal of Rebecca as a child, she says 
the things I thought 

‘I got sick of doing the childhood stuff 
after a while,”’ the writer admits, ‘‘because 
I felt I couldn’t get it right. It was too 
indulgent. But now, reading over it, I enjoy 
those sections a great deal. 

“It’s an exaggerated version of where I 
grew up,”’ she adds. ‘‘The voices in the book 
are voices that I heard all my life, that I 
spoke in and still speak in. But it’s not an 
expose of the Jewish South — it’s more 
revealing of me than it is of the commu- 
nity.” 

Still, even though ‘‘my mother did not 
have an affair with her best friend,’ Mid- 
night Suppers has caused a bit of embaras- 
sment in her hometown, Susan notes. ‘‘My 
dad kidded me that they were thinking of 
retiring soon and moving to Arizona any- 
way. But I think my parents like the book. 
They’re very proud and excited. 

‘‘There’s some biting caricature of this 
little town, but I think any embarassment is 
mitigated by the humor and the pride in the 
community. It’s a real big deal,’’ she adds 
with a smile. ‘‘Local girl makes a book.’’ 

Susan has found teaching at Phillips Aca- 
demy to be ‘‘very gratifying. And as a 
writer, I think it’s really important to be 
doing something that puts you in day-to-day 
contact with people. I find that very stimu- 
lating.”’ 

But writing has always come first. “I 
really am most allied to my writing. I see 
that as my first profession. Coming here 
was a strange experience for me,’’ Susan 
says. ‘‘I felt I had gotten on the wrong bus, 
ending up in this very structured environ- 
ment. The book was a little piece of home 
for me, something that was all mine. It 
made me feel I had a purpose.” 

Her students have been supportive and

‘‘so gracious. When they heard the type- 
writer here in the dorm at night they’d 
leave me alone. It’s really sort of humbling, 
how generous these kids can be.” 

Now that the book has been published, 
they are ‘‘very excited and very sweet. 
They’re a little bit more tolerant of a cer- 
tain flakiness I may show sometimes, too — 
they say, ‘Oh, well, she’s a writer.’ ”’ 

Her plans for the future include more 
writing and less teaching: Ms. Monsky will 
leave Phillips at the end of the spring se- 
mester. She will write brief book reviews 
for the Boston Globe in a column called 
“Short Takes’’, teach fiction workshops at 
the Harvard Extension School this spring 
and summer, ‘‘hopefully pick up a course 
here or there’ in the fall — and ‘‘write the 
rest of the time.”’ 

For now, she is busy promoting her book 
and basking in the glow of being newly- 
published. ‘‘I think I’ve been walking 
around with this big grin on my face,” she 
says, grinning. 

“Nothing bothers me. I had car trouble 
all week, which normally would really up- 
set me, and I just felt like, ‘Oh, who cares? 
I have a book.’ I know that’s going to pass, 
so I'm trying to enjoy it while I can.”

She has been interviewed by the Globe 
and by Boston magazine, been the guest of 
honor at “‘fancy lunches’’, book parties and 
receptions, and will soon travel through the 
South, where she’ll appear on television and 
radio. ‘‘I think it’s fun,”’ Susan says. ‘‘I find 
it funny that anyone would want to come 
talk to me.”’ 

But there is a certain unreality about all 
this attention, and she is eager to get back 
to work. ‘“‘Something about the book feels 
like a key. I know the main thing is I want to 
write a second book.”’ 

Ms. Monsky started to think about a novel 
called The Avoidance of Feeling while she 
was finishing revisions on Midnight Sup- 
pers, and now ‘“‘there’s this man, Sam, that 
I’m trying to get to know. He runs away 
from home and ends up in a place sort of 
like Andover,’’ she says, laughing. 

‘*My goal is to do some things better than 
I did in this book. It won’t be as sparkly a 
book — it will be a little plodding, a little 
quieter. And I feel like I’ve gotten my more 
overtly autobiographical work out of me. 

“I’m finding it hard to get into it,’’ the 
new novelist admits. “The first is always 
the most exciting, and then it becomes like

The power station will not be constructed 
for at least two years, but the electric 
company needs some time to bring in the 
power, the manager explained, so ‘‘the 
time to make this decision is now.”’ 

Mahony said the trees are ‘‘not in the best 
condition. In the next 10 to 15 years a lot of 
them are going to have to be replaced.’’ He 
suggested replacing the maples with large 
flowering trees: ‘‘It could be a dramatic 
improvement.”’ 

Tree Superintendent James Bamford 
added that even without the power line, 
“about half those trees would be removed 
with five to seven years. It’s unfortunate, 
but they are not the healthiest trees we 
have in town.” 

When questioned by a resident, Bamford 
said the trees are not diseased, but are 
“declining.” 


James Segal of Riverina Road said the 
trees may be ‘‘getting old, but they look 
pretty sturdy to us.’’ Without the trees, 
residents of the street would have a view of 
the pumping station and office buildings. 
“It would drop the property value — it 
would be like living next door to a factory,” 
Segal said. 

Another resident of the street, Edward 
Anson, said flowering trees would neither 
screen neighbors from the pumping plant 
and factories nor fit the ‘‘historical charac- 
ter’ of Riverina Road. 

“Those of us who live there love those 
maple trees,’ Anson said. ‘“‘When I bought 
my house, the first thing I noticed as I 
turned onto the street from Haverhill Street 
was the big, beautiful canopy of gold and 
crimson leaves. Next fall, I don’t want to 
see half an arch.”

But Mahony was rated a 10 in each of the 
remaining categories. Highlights of the se- 
lectmen’s comments on each category: 

Ethics: ‘‘Very strong in this area ... his 
conduct with his staff has been excellent.’’ 

Coordination and Supervision: ‘... Car- 
ried out to our satisfaction.”’ 

Leadership: ““The Manager is a strong 
leader ... he is able to motivate his people 
with generally uniform success and moves 
forward without vacillation.’’ (They added, 
however, that they are ‘‘a bit disturbed that 
in some instances he could move forward 
too rapidly for a small town.’’) 


Political vs. Responsive: ‘‘... the Man- 
ager has kept himself above political issues 
so far. (The Board) feels strongly that he 
should follow this policy in the future...’’ 
They suggested that he ‘develop greater 
sensitivity’ to volunteer boards, but called 
him responsive to the selectmen and the 
citizenry 


Management Team: “The Manager is 
very skillful in handling his team.” 

Management Style: The board called his 
manner of issuing instructions to his staff 
“excellent,’’ but pointed out “‘the impor- 
tance of follow-up on these orders.” 

Availability: ‘“‘Excellent. He is available 
even on weekends.” 

Knowledge: ‘“‘Remarkably extensive. He 
assimilates information very quickly ... He 
does not bluff.” 

Confidence: ‘‘Instills confidence in his 
subordinates, the public and the Board.” 

The selectmen also found that the goals 
set for the town under Mahony’s adminis- 
tration are ‘‘proceeding nicely.” 

Chairman Norma Gammon said Monday 
night, ‘‘We couldn’t be more pleased with 
the outcome of this year, and the advance- 
ment of the town.”’ 

The manager thanked the selectmen for 
their comments, saying, ‘‘I’ve enjoyed your 
support.”

Haunting River Road Residents 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The results of a decision Andover made in 
1958 will probably come to full fruition by 
1992, and town officials want to make sure 
they are ready when that happens. 

But it is clear that many townspeople 
would rather turn back the clock — and 
undo that 25-year-old decision. 

Although residents have continued to buy 
houses in the area, acres of land along 
River Road from Brundrett' Avenue to the 
Lawrence line were zoned for industry dur- 
ing the late fifties. By 1992, there could be 
6,145,000 square feet of industrial space 
along that narrow, winding roadway, with 
18,500 new employees driving 86,000 cars. 

The Board of Selectmen Monday night 
held an ‘informational session’’ on poten- 
tial plans to improve River Road. Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony explained that 
he wants to be ready when the industries 
now planning to build in that area arrive. 


The manager called it ‘“‘commendable”’ 
that town officials are ‘‘willing to face this 
problem at this time, rather than hide it,”’ 
adding that he hopes to avoid the kind of 
industrial traffic problems that have 
plagued Lowell Junction for the past 25 
years. 


About 100 residents crowded into Memo- 
rial Hall Library to hear a presentation by 
traffic and transportation engineer Robert 
Vanesse of Vanesse/Hangen Associates, a 
Boston firm hired by the town last fall to 
study the River Road situation. 


Schools 


Given the realities of Proposition 2%, 
Andover public schools will be cutting back 
on programs, but the school committee in 
their first pass at a 1983-84 athletics budget 
Tuesday night approved a monetary figure 
that includes more athletics services than 
what were offered last year, Schoolman 
Donald Robb pointed out. 

The FY’84 athletics budget request in- 
cludes provision for two girls soccer teams 
and coaches at the junior high schools and 
an additional track coach. It also provides 
for ‘‘a program of varsity events which is 
consistent with other league schools,’’ and 
includes restoration of sub-varsity games, 
entry fees for invitational and state tourna- 
ments, end of season laundry, golf and 
tennis transportation and varsity scrim- 
mage transportation. 

Schoolmen gave first pass approval to a 
$115,915 figure for athletic salaries. That 
figure is based on-no salary increases, other 
than step increases. Robb cast his vote in 
abstention. He noted that the question of 
compliance with a request for girls junior 
high school soccer teams has not been total- 
ly examined yet. 

The committee also approved a figure of 
$72,141 for athletic expenses. This takes 
into account the application of $17,500 in 
anticipated user fees, leaving $10,459 in 
anticipated gate receipts to be placed in a 


Vanesse explained the results of a prelim- 
inary study of a 1.8 mile section of River 
Road, from Brundrett Avenue to the Law- 
rence border, and proposed some solutions 
that could be funded with federal and state 
money: 

* completing the existing Route 93 inter- 
change 

e adding a slip ramp off the highway

¢ widening River Road to six lanes be- 
tween Shattuck and Old River roads (in- 
cluding a median strip), five lanes between 
Old River Road and North Street, and three 
lanes from North Street to the Lawrence 
line. 


He offered a second option as well: shift- 
ing part of River Road north of its existing 
path, taking six or seven houses on the 
northerly side of the road but leaving the 
houses on the south side intact — and add- 
ing a 150-foot buffer zone to shield them 
from the new roadway. 


Those possible solutions are three to five 
years away and ‘“‘certainly not etched in 
granite,’ Vanesse said. 

The engineer explained that the plan is 
designed to ‘‘concentrate the traffic be- 
tween Shattuck and Old River Roads, away 


from the residential area’’ by coordinating 
driveways from industries like Wang and 
the Tambone Corp. Direct access onto 93 is 
impossible because it is a limited access 
highway, he said. 

Vanesse added that federal regulations 
would require that River Road be kept open 
to traffic throughout the nine-month to one- 
year construction period for the roadway 
changes. 

During an hour-long discussion, many 
residents said they were concerned about 
land takings, property devaluation, heavy 
industrial traffic and noise pollution. 

Albert Greenberg of North Street asked 
why a new roadway could not be built to 
serve industrial traffic, bisecting the indus- 
trial area and exiting onto River Road. The 
engineer answered that any new road would 
still have to “‘come back to River Road’. 

Carol Donahue of River Road said she 
would oppose the alternative of rerouting 
River Road to the north, because it would 
mean “‘uprooting’’ her family. 


Roger Turpening of Clark Road asked 
how the noise pollution from the additional 
traffic would be handled; Vanesse said the 
“‘key’’ was to ‘‘make the highway design so 
efficient that cars keep moving, and are not 
stagnated.” 


Donal Coleman of High Street suggested 
that mass transit and satellite parking 
areas could cut down industrial traffic. 
According to the town manager, town offi- 


cials are studying the possibility of devel- 
oping park-and-ride lots. 

One resident asked what would become of 
his property value once industry has sprung 
up all around him: ‘‘What happens to me?”’ 
Robert Parker of River Road asked. 

Andover would ‘‘attempt to force the 
acquisition of these properties at a guar- 
anteed rate,” the manager said. He ex- 
plained that residential property could be 
sold to industry at a fair price before the 
industries start to build — but later, it 
would ‘‘become of no value to industry.”’ 

The audience applauded speakers who 
suggested that industrial development on 
River Road should be slowed down or 
stopped. ‘‘Development has gone too far in 
this town,’’ Mark Pawlik of George Street 
said. ‘‘I don’t want traffic lights on River 
Road. These people on River Road should 
be left alone.”’ 

But Selectman Gerald Silverman told the 
residents, ‘“‘This land is zoned industrial. 
We know it’s going to happen. It’s not going 
to happen overnight, but we want to plan for 
when it does come, so we’re going to be in 
the best possible shape we can be.”’ 

Stephen Flashenberg of Launching Road 
agreed, saying it would be wiser to plan for 
the future now rather than simply oppose 
changes. 

“It’s going to come, so we might as well 
anticipate the development and be a step or 
two ahead of it,’’ he said. ‘‘Things are not 
going to be the way they are now over the 
long haul.”’

revolving fund. Robb also abstained on this 
vote, requesting that Athletics Director 
Richard Swift report back to the committee 
on whether the two girls soccer teams must 
be added. 

He also asked Swift how budget cuts 
would be made, if necessary. 

The athletic director indicated he wished 
to run a quality sports program, and “‘as 
much as it would hurt,” he would rather cut 
a sport totally than cut back further on all 
sports. 

Schools Superintendent Dr. Kenneth Sei- 
fert stressed the importance of the athletics 
program to the community as a whole. He 
noted hundreds of students are involved 
with music and sports during after-school 
hours. Referring to anyone who might think 
these programs are not needed at all, he 
said the impact of those students on the 
town if they had no where else to go would 
be significant. 

“I don’t know if the community could 
handle that (impact),’’ explained the super- 
intendent. 

Last year, the school committee did not 
fund the expenses part of the athletic bud- 
get, and all expenses were to be paid for by 
accumulated gate receipts, user fees and 
fundraisers. Athletics Director Richard 
Swift this week predicted a $7,000 deficit in 
the current budget. 


Expenses include contracted services 
such as payment for game officials, trans- 
portation, home game expenses (police, 
custodians), rental fees for winter track, 
softball and baseball, ski lift fees, hockey 
ice time, football equipment recondition- 
ing, football films, scoreboard mainte- 
nance, uniform laundry for all sports and 


the special swim program. 

Expenses also include supplies for game 
and practice equipment, such as balls and 
bats, protective equipment such as hockey 
and football helmets, uniforms, medical 
supplies and athletic awards. Other ex- 
penses include league dues and state entry 
fees. 


School Media Program 


‘Alive But Regressing 


The media program in Andover public 
schools is ‘‘alive but regressing,’’ according 
to the Media Services Program Review, 
which says much audio-visual equipment 
needs replacement, and media-librarians 
can no longer provide some services be- 
cause of time limitations. 

Replacement of audiovisual equipment 
has not been funded for the past two years, 
according to the report which states, 
‘‘Much of our equipment can no longer be 
patched and band-aided. It is necessary for 
the school committee to consider replace-

ments.” 

The report also points out that media- 
librarians ‘‘do not have mutual time to plan 
with teachers,” adding that, ‘“‘The media 
center program this year is almost exclu- 
sively a teaching program with little time 
available for services to teachers and for 
creative work with small groups of stu- 
dents.”’ 

Here are other highlights of the report: 

THERE is “‘insufficient help’’ to re-card 
and shelve media center items.

The Process Won't Improve 


The annual budget process is well underway and it is becoming more and 
more evident that the restraints of Proposition 242 are providing a vise- 
like clamp to the town’s financial planning. 

This is particularly evident in the school department, where administra- 
tors must plan an educational program with an annual lessening of 
financial resources. 

With each succeeding school board meeting, as budget items are dis- 
cussed and programs reviewed there is the continuing theme that more 
funds are needed if the offerings of past years are to be continued. 

And, with each passing examination of the departmental reports, there 
is the realization that there is a firm cap on the town’s spending habits, 
adopted by the electorate on two occasions. 

It poses some difficult questions for the school committee and adminis- 
trators to resolve as the refinement of educational costs for the coming 
fiscal year proceeds. 

One of the latest problems stems from the Chapter 766 program which 
dictates that youngsters of all abilities must be provided equal educational 
opportunities. 

This requires the town to provide programs which are outside of the 
town’s school system to be funded by the town. In many instances, tuitions 
have been increased since the budget was adopted last year. Another 
problem is realized through the addition of youngsters to the various 
programs when new families move into town and must be accommodated. 

This is but one departmental example of what the school department 
must wrestle with in the weeks ahead. 

Others include the inevitable cost increases such as insurance, energy 
and supplies which must be figured into the budget planning process. 

While the ramifications of tight budgeting are only beginning to show, it 
is evident that there will be further staff reductions in the year ahead, thus 


increasing class sizes, no doubt, as well as affecting to a certain degree the 
delivery of educational services. 

It seems important to mention these things, because there is opportunity 
for input into the budget forming process by the public at this time, as the 
school committee devotes a certain portion of each meeting to specific 
sections. 

There is, however, a problem, which may be difficult for the general 
public to accept, namely, there are going to be many decisions made over 
which the school department will have no control. 

There is a mandate to maintain educational costs at a specific level, as 
provided by Prop 2%. 

A year ago, the town was given an opportunity to override one provision, 
that of excluding the school building program costs from the school 
department budget. While the feeling was expressed that such a move was 
highly recommended based on the theory that bricks and mortar are not 
applicable to good educational planning, the townspeople saw differently. 

Now that the limits are imposed, there must be an acceptance and 
understanding of the financial framework with which the school depart- 
ment must work and within which a total program must be developed. 

It can be anticipated with confidence that school officials will attempt to 
mantain the quality of educational offerings in Andover, but as the 
decrease in some services and programs has been affected this past year, 
so too will the total program be further reduced in the year ahead. 

Will Andover parents accept such decisions as will be made in the next 
several weeks? 

Reluctantly in many cases and sometimes only after considerable 
protest it is surmised. 

Acceptance, however, will have to be mandatory, since there is no 
alternative.
